A BIG QUESTION. 


San Francisco is now holding out 
against the rest of the United States 
and all the generations to come for 
one half of the Yosemite National 
P ark in California. 
The excuse the 
city makes for wanting to mutilate 
forever one of the world’s greatest 
natural wonders, is that by so doing 
they can obtain an inexpensive water 
supply for themselves. 
In other words they 
are 
asking 
that the nation give them $40,000,- 
000 worth of 
w ater 
and 
electric 
power lights, without one 
cent 
of 
annual rental—and for this magnifi­ 
cent gift, San Francisco will deed to 
the nation a piece of commonplace, 
mountain grazing land, 
known 
as 
Hog R anch! 
Their 
plan 
is 
to 
dam 
the 
Tuolumne River to 
submerge 
the 
Hetch-Hetehy Valley under a hun­ 
dred and fifty feet of water, and to 
use the basin thus created as a stor­ 
age reservoir for a municipal water 
supply. But San Francisco has thir­ 
teen other available sources of water 
supply and that is more than most 
any other city in the world. 
If congress grants San Francis­ 
co^ request, the Hetch-Hetchy val­ 
ley will be made an unsightly and in­ 
accessible lake and Grand Canon of 
the Tuolumne above it will be fo r­ 
ever closed to the public. 
Thus the 
thousand of 
yearly 
visitors' 
and 
campers will be excluded from more 
than half of the Yosemite National 
Park. 
\ 
These aspects of the scheme are 
certainly bad enough but with this 
precedent approved by congress and 
any National P ark—the 
Yosemite, 
the Big Trees or the Yellowstone 
may be mutilated in like manner. 


The Public Library. 


Now that the long cherished dream 
of a library ^or our city is about to 
be realized it is well that the people 
of Rushville know some of the dif­ 
ficulties encountered by the few wiio 
know no such word as fail. 
The li­ 
brary law 
of 
Indiana 
provides— 
when a subscription list amounting 
to two tenths of a mill on the total 
taxable property of the city of Rush­ 
ville is filed in the county Clerk’s 
office, a library board consisting of 
seven 
members, at 
least three of 
whom shall be ladies, may be ap­ 
pointed. 
Of this board the circuit 
judge 
appoints three; 
the 
school 
board of the city of Rushville two, 
and the city council two — total, 
seven. 
This 
board 
constitutes a 
separate corporation under the law 
to receive donations of money or 
other property, and to hold title to 
real estate. 
Their most im portant 
power given by law is that of levy­ 
ing a tax for the support and main- 
tainance of the library. 
This tax is 
not to exceed one mill upon the dol­ 
lar. 
Under a recent law the town­ 
ship, outside of the city, may also 
be entitled to the privileges of the 
library, provided the township ad­ 
visory board first consent to the levy­ 
ing of a tax for the purpose of aid­ 
ing in the support of the library. In 
that ease the township is entitled to 
appoint an additional member of the 


board—making a total of eight. 
A committee of three from the 
Wednesday Evening Club was ap­ 
pointed. 
The necessary amount to 
be raised was $1,118, and after many 
and varied experiences and encoun­ 
ters, the sum was secured. This sub­ 
scription is payable in eight equal, 
quarterly 
installments, covering a 
period of two years. 
No individual 
subscription for a larger sum than 
$10 was taken, hence it is readily 
seen that it cannot prove burden­ 
some to anyone. 
The far-reaching values of this 
movement can not be estimated, but 
as time goes by, the progress in cul­ 
ture and all that is best for us will 
bespeak themselves—and the public 
library will stand in our midst a 
monument to the people of Rushville 
in general, and to the labors of a 
few in particular. 


Turkish Affairs. 


Abdul Hamid has been described 
as “one of the most successful tot­ 
ers the world ever knew.” 
The g ra­ 
vest consequences were feared when 
the statesmen 
of the 
new regime 
threw open to Christians the privi­ 
lege of serving in 
the 
army 
and 
stopped the daily prayers 
for 
the 
commander of the faithful. 
Instead 
of precipitating the Sultan from hi* 
throne, however, this had just the 
opposite effect. 
Islam revolted, and 
the common soldiers surrounding the 
Parliam ent building forced the young 
Turk party to abdicate. 
It is re­ 
ported that less than half the troops 
in Constantinople took part in the 
uprising, while the others oppose the 
new movement. 
Reports have come 
in of Mohammedan attacks on the 
Christians at Adana and elsewhere 
in Asia Minor, resulting in the death 
of thousands of 
the 
Missionaries. 
Abdul Hamid is blamed severely for 
these 
frightful 
m assacres. 
There 
seems to be no doubt, that his idea 
in provoking this racial 
and 
reli­ 
gious fury was to divert attention 
from himself by directing it toward 
the Christians. 
United States w ar­ 
ships have been ordered to the scene; 
meanwhile the Americans in the dis­ 
turbed 
district 
are 
depending 
on 
the 
ships 
and 
sailors 
of 
other powers, who have appar­ 
ently, however, been unable to stop 
the killing. 
Our government is criti­ 
cised for not having warships near 
this troublous region. 
Our ships p a­ 
trol the Atlantic, 
the 
Pacific 
and 
Chinese waters, and we are stationed 
in almost every foreign port. 
But 
in the M editerranean we 
have 
not 
even a gunboat. 
In the present em­ 
ergency the United States must de­ 
pend on the warships of Great; B rit­ 
ain and France for the protection of 
American 
citizens. 
But 
the 
new 
Sultan 
Mehmed V has taken 
most 
energetic, measures to suppress any 
further attem pts at disorders and to 
punish the p erp etrato rs of the re­ 
cent trouble. 
The new government 
appears to be both able and exceed­ 
ingly anxious to restore peace and 
quiet throughout the country. 


Communication with Mars. 


“W hat man has done, man can 
do.” Not that any mortal has as yet 
been chatting with our most interest­ 
ing neighbor, but that scientists have 
had longings in that direction and in 
times 
passed 
have 
materialized 
dreams ju st as seemingly ridiculous 
as this. 
It seems fitting that our 
biggest State has taken the initiative 
in this gigantic movement. 
Indeed, 
why shouldn’t the 
Lone 
S tar 
be 
anxious to make the acquaintance 
of the heavenly bodies! 
As recently as 
April 
26 
Wm. 
Henry Pickering, professor 
of 
as­ 
tronomy at H arvard University, re­ 
ceived a telegram signed by the S tar 
and Telegram, two leading newspa­ 
pers of Ft. Worth, Texas. 
In the 
Telegram was stated the proportion 
that if the noted professor would go 
to Texas to 
superintend 
extensive 


experiments relative to signaling the 
planet Mars, a fund of $10,000,000 
would be raised for the purpose. 
Whether the professor 
will 
ac­ 
quiesce or not remains to be seen. 
He recommends however that an ob­ 
servatory be first erected on the hills 
of W estern Texas where the atm os­ 
phere is especially clear. There, sur­ 
prising observations 
and 
records 
might be made this year when Mars 
will be 10,000,000 miles nearer the 
earth than for years. 
If these ob- 
ervations seemed 
to 
sustain 
the 
theory that M ars is 
inhabited 
it 
would w arrant spending such a vast 
sum on attem pts at communication 
as is proposed. 
The professor’s plan to build a 
scries of immense multiple reflectors 
so powerful as to cateli^and reflect 
the sun’s rays at sufficient intensity 
to reach through 
45.000,000 
miles 
between the earth and M ars and a t­ 
tract the attention of jthe 
inhabi­ 
tants of that planet. 
This plan of Professor 
W. 
Ii. 
Pickering has been found perfectly 
feasible by M. Camille Flammarion, 
the 
eminent 
French 
astronomer. 
However he prefers the plan of send­ 
ing the reflected electric 
light 
by 
night thinking a luminous 
area 
on 
the earth’s darkened face more no­ 
ticeable than an intense light 
neu­ 
tralized by the bright surface of the 
sunlit earth. 
He also adds that since we have 
had the telescope but 300 years and 
have made a study of Mars but IOO 
years, it is probable that the M ar­ 
tians have tried to communicate with 
is tho sands of years ago and fail­ 
ing have concluded that the earth 
is* uninhabited and ceased their a t­ 
tempts. 
Ile again states that the recent 
luminous phenomena 
seen 
on 
the 
surface of Mars were not signals 
but 
are 
explainable 
by 
natural 
causes. 
He thinks if communication is es­ 
tablished the invention of a code of 
thought transmission and intelligible 
message® for both worlds would be 
comparatively an easy m atter. 
He 
advises that if no immediate results 
are obtained from this signal, there 
would be no need of discontinuing 
the efforts. 
But that M ars will come 
near enough every 
two 
years 
for 
light reflectors covering an area of 
a quarter of a mile to be visible to 
the sister planet.

Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt, 
leaving the latter post when chosen 
United States Senator from 
Penn­ 
sylvania. 
He is thorougly familiar 
with our diplomatic 
relations 
and 
affairs of State generally. 
Franklin Mac Veagh 
of 
Illinois 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury, 
was 
the originator 
of many im portant 
municipal reforms. ’ He is a scholas­ 
tic expert iii finance and a strong ad­ 
vocate of civil service, and improved 
method iii the conduct of public a f­ 
fairs. Judge George W. W ickerham , 
of New York, 
the 
new 
Attorney 
iGeneral, 
is 
a 
Pennsylvanian 
by 
birth, but an adopted son of Empire 
State, where he has had a long and 
distinguished legal career. He is re­ 
garded as high 
authority 
on , cor­ 
poration law. 
Jacob M. Dickinson, 
of Tennessee, the new W ar Secre­ 
tary, is also a lawyer 
of 
eminent 
ability and was formerly president 
of 
the American Bar Association. 
He has serv'ed several terms on the 
Supreme Bench of 
Tennessee 
and 
was Uuited States counsel 
in 
the 
Alaska Boundary tribunal. 
George Von Lcngerke 
Meyer 
of 
M assachusetts, the 
new 
Secretary 
of the Navy, was Postm aster-Gen­ 
eral iii Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 
He is a 
prominent business man, interested 
in many enterprises 
and 
with 
a 
valuable experience in public affairs. 
Frank II. Hitchcock of M assacheu- 
setts, who 
succeeds Mr. Meyer 
as 
Postm aster-General has had a re­ 
markable 
public 
career 
and 
has 
served iii many 
im portant 
official 
positions. 
He was 
formerly 
First 
Assistant Postm aster-General and is 
consequently fam iliar with the duties 
of his new post. 
Richard A. Ballinger, of W ashing­ 
ton, Secretary of the Interior is a 
lawyer by profession, a man of large 
experience and 
high 
qualifications 
for office. 
James Wilson, of Iowa, the vener­ 
able Secretary of 
Agriculture, 
re­ 
tains the 
position 
iii 
the 
Cabinet 
which he has held since 1897. 
He 
has 
the distinction of having 
the 
longest Cabinet service in our his­ 
tory. 
He 
is 
unquestionably 
the 
ablest man available for the place. 
Charles 
Nagel, of 
Missouri, 
who 
takes the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, is a Texan by birth, a 
leading lawyer, and has been active­ 
ly interested iii public affairs for 
many years. 


Thus the complexion of tho Cabi­ 
net foreshadows the spiritual pur­ 


pose of the admistratton. 
Mr. Taft, 


himself a great lawyer, has chosen 


great lawyers for five of his nine 


counselors. 


His administration will be essen­ 


tially a lawyer’s administration. 


A Short Measure of What President 
Roosevelt Has Done. 


Mr. 
Roosevelt 
himself 
declared 
that the three most im portant things 
that he had done as President, were 
the beginning of the Panam a canal, 
the sending of the fleet around the 
world, and the ending of*Japanese- 
Russian war. 
When 
the 
treaty 
between 
the 
United States and Columbia for the 
construction of the Panam a canal 
by the United States was issued at 
Washington, January 22, 1903, many 
said that such a stupendous enter­ 
prise 
was 
not 
practicable; 
when 
on April I, 1907, President Roose­ 
velt placed the work of construction 
iii charge of the engineer officers of 
the army, the same objections wrere 
made, and the old controversy will 
continue 
long after 
the canal has 
been finished. But now these-regular 
army engineers 
have brought the 
work to the point of efficiency, and 
the digging is going 
ahead faster 
even than enthusiasts for the enter­ 
prise anticipated. 
It is now prom­ 
ised that the canal will be open on 
New Years, 1915. 
There are more or less patriotic 
reasons for pride iii the rapidity of 
that physical work. 
It is proof of 
the skill of American engineers and 
of American management of great 
undertakings. 
Today, yellow fever 
has been driven from the Isthm us; 
comfortable homes and well organ­ 
ized social communities have been 
erected for the workers, with schools, 
churches and club houses. 
These 
local improvements 
are great, but 
they cannot equal those advantages 
which must follow the completion of 
this canal. 
The sooner it is open the 
sooner the efficiency of every ship inV 
our navy will be doubled; 
for then 
the full strength of the fleets will be 
available for use on both our coasts 
and on both oceans, and no one can 
foresee the new commercial forces 
that may in ten years be in play in 
China, 
South America, 
or in the 
United States. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s energy has found 
fitting expression in such a feat as 


without precedent and a' noteworthy 
achievement. 
More im portant still, 
the political effect or moral effect of 
the voyage has 
been far-reaching 
and altogether good. 
We must re­ 
member the welcome given the fleet 
at all 
the South American 
ports 
where it touched; the assurance that 
it gave, both to the ruling classes 
and to the masses, of the peaceful 
and helpful attitude of the United 
States; 
the satisfaction that the 
people of the Pacific States showed; 
and the spectacular demonstration 
of the Japanese who learned that our 
fleet considers the Pacific its home. 
The presence of the fleet gave the 
people of every country that it visit­ 
ed a fa r more accurate and friendly 
conception of the United States than 
they had had before. As a means of 
communicating international senti­ 
ment and of spreading a knowledge 
of our nation among the people of 
distant 
nations, such a voyage 
of 
such a fleet is entitled to rank as an 
im portant undertaking. 
Our late President strengthened, 
beyond 
easy 
measurement, 
the 
foreign influence of our government. 
Under his adm inistration diplomacy 
has 
changed 
its character. 
The 
Russian-Japanese w ar was brought 
to an end by the peace negotiations 
suggested by Mr. Roosevelt to those 
two great powers, August 5th, 1905. 
We now have an amicable agreement 
with Japan; 
we have 
arbitration 
treaties with practically all the great 
powers, and our goveyiment’s activi­ 
ty in this direction 
has given the 
Hague conferences and tribunal a 
real meaning. 
Mr. Roosevelt has made a great 
place for himself in our history and 
he 
has 
left 
a 
volume 
of 
great 
achievement to his credit that entitles 
him to the perpetual gratitude of his 
countrymen.
